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Production 

World  tallow  and  grease  production  (excluding  I^lnland  China)  totaled  7 
billion  pounds  in  i960,  compared  'Tith  6.8  billion  in  I959  and  a  I95I-55  aver- 
age of  5.5  billion.    A  record  U.S.  output  accounted  for  most  of  the  increase. 

U.S.  production  reached  an  alltime  high  of  3.8  billion  pomds  during  I960,  7 
percent  larger  than  the  previous  year  and  32  percent  above  the  1951-55  average. 
The  United  States  is  by  far  the  leading  tallov  and  grease-producing  country, 
with  the  i960  outturn  comprising  55  percent  of  the  world  total. 

The  U.S.S.R.,  second  largest  producer,  maintained  production  at  the  high  level 
of  the  previous  year,  a  total  of  ^10  million  pounds. 

lullow  production  in  Australia,  the  third  ranking  country,  declined  from  the 
1959  record  because  of  decreased  cattle  slaughter,  but  the  output  of  337 
million  pounds  was  almost  hO  percent  over  the  1951-55  average. 

Production  in  Europe,  where  the  Iftiited  Kingdom  and  France  accounted  for  more 
than  half  the  output,  was  about  the  same  in  I960  as  for  the  previous  year,  or 
1.1  billion  pounds.    Argentina  continued  to  be  the  principal  tallow  producer 
in  latin  America,  although  its  output  has  declined  drastically  since  1957 
because  of  reduced  cattle  slaughter.    Canada  continued  the  high  level  of 
production  reached  in  1959. 

Trade 

World  tallow  and  grease  trade  in  I960  totaled  2.3  billion  pounds,  up  I5  per- 
cent from  the  year  before.    Tallow  and  grease,  generally  the  lowest  priced 
fats  on  the  world  market,  averaged  lower  in  i960  than  in  1959 •    This  resulted 
in  increased  substitution  of  taJLlow  and  grease  for  other  fats  and  oils,  and  a 
higher  volume  of  trade. 
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As  in  previous  years,  the  United  States  dominated  the  world  tallow  and  grease 
market  in  I960  and  accounted  for  about  three -fovirths  of  total  exports. 
Austra]J.a,  New  Zealand,  and  Canada  supplied  most  of  the  remainder.    Japan  and 
Italy  were  the  principal  importing  countries. 

U.S.  Trade. — In  I96O,  U.S.  tallow  and  grease  exports,  at  I.7  billion  pounds, 
were  15  percent  higher  than  the  previous  year,  establishing  a  new  record  high. 
About  88  percent         inedible  tallow,  and  nearly  all  the  remainder  was  hog 
grease . 

Although  much  U.S.  tallow  was  exported  to  many  different  countries,  Japan, 
Italy,  the  Netherlands,  and  West  Germany  remained  the  major  markets, 
collectively  taking  57  percent  of  the  I960  exports.    With  liberalization  of 
import  restrictions,  shipments  to  Japan  were  up  sharply  to  a  record  of  320 
million  pounds,  while  there  -vTas  a  slight  drop  in  trade  -vrith  Italy  (272  million 
pounds)  and  the  Netherlands  (177  million  poxinds). 

As  during  preceding  years  the  Netherlands,  with  imports  of  85  million  pounds, 
was  the  major  market  for  U.S.  hog  grease..    Trade  with  Japan  increased 
significantly  to  59  million  pounds  as  additional  processing  plants  in  that 
country  began  operations. 

Trade  Outside  the  United  States. — Australian  tallow  exports  totaled  I88  million 
pounds  in  I960,  an  increase  of  ^1-8  percent  compared  i-rLth  the  year  before.  Ihe 
Republic  of  South  Africa,  Japan,  and  the  United  Kingdom  were  the  main  markets. 
New  Zealand,  the  third  ranking  e>rporter,  shipped  I36  million  pounds,  the  same 
as  in  1959>  vrith  a  decline  in  shipments  to  the  Ifeiited  Kingdom  being  offset  by 
increased  trade  with  Mainland  China.    Canada's  exports  increased  slightly 
during  i960,  -vrith  a  heavy  gain  in  shipments  to  the  United  Kingdom  and  reduced 
volume  to  other  destinations. 

Outlook 

World  tallow  and  grease  production  is  expected  to  increase  slightly  in  I96I. 
U.S.  output  -vrill  probably  be  near  i960,  but  production  in  Argentina,  New 
Zealand,  Australia,  and  Western  Europe  probably  will  rise  somewhat. 

World  exports  during  I96I  may  exceed  i960.    However,  there  has  been  an  increase 
of  2  cents  per  pound  in  tallow  prices  since  January,  and  a  corresponding  rise 
in  the  price  of  hog  grease.    The  higher  prices,  reflecting  sharper  rises  for 
tallow  and  grease  than  for  some  vegetable  oils,  were  the  major  factor  that 
reduced  U.S.  exports  of  tallow  and  grease  by  10  percent  during  the  first 
q.uarter  of  I96I,  compared  with  the  same  quarter  a  year  earlier.    The  U.S.S.R. 
is  importing  large  amounts  from  the  liaited  States  this  year. 

U.S.  exports  for  the  remainder  of  the  year  will  depend  to  a  great  extent  upon 
the  availability  of  competing  vegetable  oils  from  ]\fe,inland  China  and  Africa. 
Supplies  in  China  are  expected  to  continue  tight,  at  least  until  the  harvest 
this  fall.    If  vegetable  oil  supplies  prove  to  be  short,  as  now  indicated-, 
world  tallow  and  grease  exports  should  rise  significantly  about  mid-year.
